Glll. "What we mean by a syndicate 
newspaper", said Miss Harvey-Jellle, 
is ar chain oC two or more newspapers 
under the same ownership, and usual- 
ly with the same policy as regards 
iiowB and politics. The two syndicates 
In operation In Canada arc the Sltton 
nnd the goutham chains, the one In 
the west, and tKo other nioro eastern. 
Two of our best papers, the Ottawa 
Citizen, and the Manitoba Free Press 
are syndicated. n ■ 

Unbiased News Essential 
!> "People generally buy different pap- 
ers because one treats their own spec- 
ial interests bettor than another. News 
dealing with sports, society, and fin- 
ance Is especially in demand, and a 
really good paper should have news 
which is local, national- and interna- 
Honal, treating each from an unbiased 
jpoint of view," 

"Advertising sometimes crowds out 
"aews.-and in small local papers the 
owner cannot afford to do without the 
money whlcli it brings In, whereas>tho 
■:.Byndlcat6d papers are usually finan- 
cially solid and net impressed by pure- 
ly local advertising demands. Again, 
many people say that syndicate papers 
r suffer from remote control; this is not 
so; absentee ownership Is the correct 
. term, and it means that the owner is 
more liable to be free from local pres- 
sure and control. ^ This does not moan 
that ho can say what he likes, because 
if one syndicato paper is unfair, the 
others would soon expose it and ridi- 
^ cute it. This is throatcutting, but it 
«'''fioaults in tho survival of only the 
'. ''.best. Hence the syndicated paper has 
■ :i .raised the standard of the press." 
' ■ Syndicates Strong 

' "Small local papers ' are big things 
in their own small town, but they lack 
' lunds, and news which is ' up to tho 
Riinute, whereas the editor of a syn- 
dicate paper, even it it is in a small 
lilace, bas alt the latest news at his 
'fingertips, and is supplied with arti- 
.Icles from the pens of outstanding men. 
KeverthelesB ho must be ' sympathetic 
fia regards local affaire^^^^^S^ronto 
rrelegram, 'with its slcigu^^l^S^ronto 
first, Ontario second, and ''Canada 
Ithlrd" is an outstanding; exaniple of a 
ilocal paper at its naTro-wèst." : 
. "The history of syndicated papers/is 
'full of instances of graft opposed, great 
(schemes encouraged, and support of 
Jhe' right party. They are too big and 
'Istrong to bo hushed. up by local con 
.JaMwa^ns. The National Government 
wMol^owor in England owes much 
et its success to the support of tho bigj

Evils of Chain Papers 
Dorothy Wilkins, first speaker for 
' 4h« Opposition (Queens), spoke .as fol 
ioyn "It seems to m« that the Honour- 
able Member bos relied too 'much upon 
the «conomio and political situation in 
stressing the value of "syndicated news. 
' Healthy competition is good: for news 
SjPapera. As regards the advertising 
^nèstlon, most of it is now himdled by 
y'.'< large- agencies, who wouldn't consider 
'^It 'ot value to dominate local papers." 
,S ."The -definition of a syndicate Is 
i'^somethlng which forwards some com 
moij interest"'. Take the case of the 
Hearst papers, which, under tho con 
trol of ono man, are used as' a. clubi 
: poUtlcaily and personally. The power 
of oohtrolUng papers is too great to 
rest^ln the hands of unchecked indivl 
dtials, land there are niany instanç'es 

■ of large .corporations utilising papers 

■ for . their own nefarious ends. Any 
'J^yndlcate ..has immense powers -for 

evil, although it does not necessarily 
' utilise them to that end.

That .the Cathedrals , of England pos- 
sess not only sheer , beauty of design, 
but also a vast wealth of literary and 
historical association, was the opinion 
of Professor Paul McCulla'gh, in an 
address entitled "The Charm of the 
English Cathedral," before the Youiig 
People's Union of Falrmount— St. Giles 
United Church last night. Theso 
cathedrals are usually situated In 
aulet old towns, which retain nn air 
of ' sober and untroubled tranquility. 

'Chief of these towns Is York, In 
wlTlch is found tlie largest Gothic 
cathedral in England, with its' towers 
rising over two hundred feet In the 
air. This edifice well Illustrates the 
pointed arches and the flying tîttta 
tresses typical of Gothio archlteot uSa 
The cathedral of Lincoln 'n'as bulling 
the Norman style, but'was cloft by an 
earthquake, and reConrtrnbted by 
Hugh of^ Lincoln In Gothic design. 
HereWe find a good example of the 
Intellect, teciinlcal skill, and rellgtous 
fervour of the thirteenth centurj'. 
Canterbury Cathtdral 

The dominant feature of tho town of 
Canterbury is its cathedral, with its 
magnificent gate-way, dating back to 
1B17. The town of Litchfield, the 
birthplace . of 'Samuel Johnson, boasts 
a cathedral which typifies the third 
type of English architecture, the de- 
corative Gothic design, and -ffhich has 
one of the most harmonious facades in 
Britain,

stressing the fact that the' policy of 
the railways was seriously handicap- 
ped by the control exercised by the 
Ralluvty Commission of Canada, llao- 
Ranson successfully . defended the 
motion "Resolved that tho bus and 
truck competition Is unfair to tho 
railways," at a well attended meeting 
of /the Frsehman-Sophomore De^ 
bating-'- Society held, yestejrday after- 
noon. The negative of tho resolution 
was upheld by G. Oirlyle. 
, In supporting the : motion, Ransom 
pointed out thé 'fact that the railways 
have to abide by all decisions of .the 
Railways' Commission of ' Canada 
which governs all changes in rules, 
rates and schedules. The bus com- 
panies, on the other hand,, are free to 
act as they desil?o; varying their prices 
at will. He cited the' "Nicolet" case 
as one Instance . where the Commis- 
sion's control over the railroads was 
to their disadvantage. He continued 
by stating that the railroads .wore 
highly taxed, for the use of their own 
property;|^HeifaM^ua,;,and trucking 
companlM^*nîfffofv^^ roads laid " and 
maintained by the government, and in 
return pay only a license fee,- and this 
aji unreasonably small one, 

' Extravagance of Railways ' 

a. Carlyle, for .the . negative, scored 
the idea that ;lt .'was , buses - and trucks 
that had brought about. the decline' of 
the railroad^.'In support of this : state- 
ment .be' pointed out the increased 
number of priwte cars and the ex- 
travagent and . unnecessary competi- 
tion between our i-ailways. He went 
on to show that, a . great -deal of the 
bus and trubfe trdf fio was i original ; 
that It affectedHhe^highways no. more 
than ordinary traffic; and that the 
present bus and toucking llcense^'fees 
were eWrmous,';' ^ ' 

At the^iosèlot'the dei>àte D. Àiîder 
son, President; of tlie Society,- offered 
a little constructive criticism. He also 
expresséd' th'e hope thaf there would 
be more fre8hra,Bn in the gathering at 
the next - meeting 'which is to take 
place on Monday Deb, 14. On this oo 
casion, the motion, "Resolved that 
this house retains confidence in clas- 
sical education, will be the subject of 
a debate. The speakers -will be W. T, 
Hasler and IS.

ROUSSEAU LAUDED 



Discussion Centers Mainly 
About Ancient Greek And 
His Scheme Of Tilings 

That Plato's political views as cx- 
' pr«8'ied in "The Bopublic" cannot in 
any way be considered as democrat* 
la was the opinion. glVen by Pro- 
fesor Forteoua, in opening the dis- 
cuaslon at last night's meeting of 
the Philosophical Society. Refer- 
ring to Rousseau as the original 
formulator of a philosophical theory 
of democracy in tho modem Inter- 
pretation oC tho word. Professor 
I'orteous einimeiated the three fea- 
tures of democracy as Rousseau un- 
derstood it, proposing to show to 
what extent Plato's political theory 
measures up to them. ^ - 
The first of these is the consent 
" of tho General AVIU lii all proceed- 
ings of tho government, niuUIng each 
' indlviduars obedience to tho laws 
merely 'the recognition of, and res- 
pect' for, his own moral judgments. 
The second of thcso Is that all citi- 
zens aro to share in the framing of 
the state policy. Tho theory Is that 
every citizen is to have an equal 
opportunity. •. i 
No Equality. 
The speaker found none of these 
■ features in Plato's state. In the 
first place tho administration Is in 
^tho. hands of a few. In tho second 
^ -placo tho only people sharing in tho 
dictation of tho state policy aro 
heso' same few. Finally in tho sub- 
ordination of the Individual to tho 
general good of tho state Plato is in 
opposition to tho modern Interpreta- 
tion of democracy. - 

The discussion centered mainly 
about Plato and his ochcmo of 
things In general. As many aspects 
of tho questions wcro not introduced 
It : was decided to continue tho dis- 
cussion at a future meeting.

(Continued from Pago One) 
edilor-in-chict can, if ho sees fit, over- 
rldo hia local editors. 

"In Canada, the syndicate press Is 
still In Its infancy, but in years to 
come it may be a power, for much evil. 
It unchecked. Illghly-pald syndicate 
writers havo to write their stories to 
suit thoir employers; that means that 
these papers have tho power to fan or 
throttle public opinion. On tho con- 
trary, .the Associated Press has a huge 
staff,.and when-it gives out news to 
local papers, there Is no question of 
stifling. Much syndicate nows appeals 
to the Ignorant by Incendiary Joiirnal- 
Ism, and this is ot no valuo at all." 
Tendency to Union 
"The fact that most syndicate papers 
aro wealthy Is lio sin," stated Thelriia 
Alitchcll, speaking for tho Government. 
"JiiConomio solidity allows them to uso 
tho best materials, to employ tho best 
writers, to sell at a low price on ac- 
count ot mass production, and gives 
them freedom to say what they think. 
Press agencies aro not newspapers; In 
fact, many syndicates havo their own 
correspondents abroad. By building up 
similar bonds of thought, they tend 
to unite nations. 

Editorial policies aro not as. Impor- 
tant as theV were, and tlib skilled syn- 
dicate editor usually uses his pago to 
explain pressing and difficult .pro- 
blems. As regards features which ap- 
pear In many papers tho syndicated 
papers are In a position .to obtain the 
best features, and^bonco there is no 
stifling ot Individuailty. Competition 
and public opinion are the two gi-eat 
checks upon the syndicate owner." 
Individuality Ruined 
''Toronto icirst, Ontario second and 
Canada third" Is much better for us 
than "Myself 'first, myself second and 
only myseit" which the syndicate own 
er can cry", said Flora Aiken, th6_ sec- 
ond speaker tor . tho Opposition. "It 
haa been' stated by a leading writer 
that during the war tho NorthcUtfo 
papers were as much ot a liability as 
an asset. Syndicates may decrease 
advertising, but since tho. war. In 
spite of an increase in population 
there has been a decrease in the num- 
ber of papers in England. Syndicates 
swallow up all the indlvldullty of the' 
small papoi's.' Most of us believe wha( 
wo read and the syndicate has the 
power to make or break a play, to pre- 
sent only one side of . a question, to 
railroad , the^jwcônffiét man Into office, 
and^.to, pr^^^ffl^^^>orv^ In a 

f'lom^^SKi^^^lrrafno^ syndicated 
press ai\d government 'contrsll had de- 
based the press of - Europe,' and re 
marked on the menace '.of the'Rotherr 
mere and Beayerbrobk- presses In the 
same dh^ctlon. . "All through history, 
}ve have seen tho fight ot the people 
for freedom, and now we see tho ex- 
pression ot public opinion In the hands 
ot a few mon. Naturally, all syndi- 
cates are-'not wicked, but we get the 
opinions of the few Instead ot thoso 
ot tho many." 

• Good Outweighs Harm 
Doreen Harvey- jelllo, speaking 
^galn for • the government, said that 
syndicate' papora -are only in their in 
fancy, as Vet, : and that the good they 
do outweighs any- harm done. Their 
views are thoso of the "excelient 
minority", ' whence' , como the leaders 
and thinkers -among lis, The -wealth 
of ' the syndicate contrôla advertising, 
they are broad in tiieir' views, and they 
.work for the union of countries."
